It aeerna to ui of aoin* importance thai 
any public demonstration made, or tne*- 
aure adopted here, ihuutd now be ei- 
preisly jit favour of some tpetitic ruule , 
The uuettion of ateam cummtiaicalinn 
lias now heen *ome years before (he 
public, and been discuiied at several 
uieeiitigi; and « think that Ihe lime 
bai arrived wheu active and definitely 
di.ecletl etertionf will be of avail, 

Antongat the vaijoua lines which have 
been proposed, we decidedly prefer that 
which Lieutenant Waoiiomn ptupoicd lo 
the London meeting, nul on Ins authority 
alune, but hltewue on vanoui gruundi 
which we beg [o aubmit lo our readeri. 

Tlie line, in the firat place, il already 
esfabliehed and in full operation ai a 
main trunk line uf many thousand railei < 
in length, and all thai is necessary fur it* j 
extension to Australia is a branch of 
four thousand four hundred and fifty 1 
miles. We think this fact unanswerable j 
as an objection tu the route by the Cape 
of Good Hope. The interests uf Ani- 
traliiti'i, however important as those of a 
cluster of thriving and promising seltle- 
riientfl, are, it must be owner!, trivial when 
cu m pared with the interrsta uf the em- 
pire, ministered lo by (Jie enisling com- 
munication lo India and China, If llri- 
lain ifitiul'i see good to alter lhat lute uf 
communication, we may require to alter 
uur views in a corresponding manner. Hut 
il appeari to ui that our wisdom it tu take 
the use of wltat is already provided. 
This line is formed by the Mediterranean 
and Red Sea to Bombay and Ceylon, and 
Singapore on the way lo China. 

From a hasty inspection of the map, w* 
find thai from Born bay to Mmrittus is a 
distance in a 3.6. W. direction of JAOO 
miles i from Ceylon tu Mauritius of 2-IUO 
mile* In a S.W. direction. From Mauri- 
tius lo the north-west point of New Hol- 
land, of 3700 milt) in an east direction, 
and to Port Kssiugton of 1 100 miles more. 
The deviation from a direct course is no 
less than J'rJl) miles. The paasage in he 
performed, without any possible stoppage 
or relay, is longer by 700 miles than 
from England to \ew York. We cannot 
see then huw Mauriliua can with any ad- 
vantage be embraced in th* communica- 
tion to Australia, nor indeed that it is 
even practicable at all. 

If il be thought that by s'arting from 
Ceylon and pasiiog round the west coast 
of New Holland, perhaps visiting £ivan 
Rii er. then King George 1 * .Sound, Ade- 
laide, Lattuceiton, Purl Phillip, and tatily 
Sydney, important intertill will be em- 
braced,— we reply thai there are aerious 
objections both in point of practicability 
and safety, and in rtspetl of Ihe ubjecla 
attained. 

The length uf passage from Ceylon to 
the neareal point at which Ihe steamer 
could touch in Australia is at least 3000 
miles, as much aa that across thr Atlantic. 
The supplies required, and Ihe danger in- 
curred, would be enormous, and in the 
most favourable circumstances the passage 
would be uncertain, where pu actuality and 
despat r h arc the p ri me obj ec ts sough t. The 
circumstances, however, are fi'tiuently 
far from favourable, awful gales and 
seas being experienced at particular Sea- 
mai, and the distance from the nearest 
laud being so great as to preclude all idea 
of shelter. By thia route, too, the com- 
munication to the most important and 
centrical of the Australasian settlements, 
which Sydney undoubtedly is, would he 
postponed until the round of three thou- 
sand miles more of half a doien petty place* 
had been made. We thin k eiei y unpreju- 
diced person will admit that the head 
quarters and eat lift depot of intelligence 
should be tiy duty, from which communi- 
cation to the outlying settlement* should 
ematiAlc. Tu this dtalinUiuu il* ponula- 
tion, its trade, its e*iurie»l liluation, Us 
importance *vs a Ooeernment position, 
entitle II. 

Before we proceed to consider Lieutenant 
WtuHoRN's proposition, we may advert to 
yet another, the route which (apealiing ai 
Kuglithtncn) we have termed the ff arret-* 
Route to Australia. The very large sum 
of money which Government have agreed 
lo give for the est a bits hi unit of postal 
communication by steam between the 
West Indies and Valparaiso, by the way of 
Panama and Lima, we can cunceive to be 
warranted by considerations cunnected 



f;r co [in tierce ot for government pncnoie* 
Ihey are at convenient distances from 
each other for the supply of fuel and for 
resort in case uf accident : and taking 
their total sailing distance, it is nut more 
than two-third* uf the shortest of the 
'other routes nlluded to. 

Tilt nature of the recommendatioo in- 
tended to be made lo Hi-- K*. cai- 
uincv and the Legislative Council should, 
WC think, be specitically in favour uf ibis 
line. 

It it probable that auuie prn[Ki*iUuu 
"i.j be made ui the meeting for Iheco- 
lony to bears portion uf the rxpente uf 
the communication desired. We wjink 
th«t in fairneis we ought not lo bear any 
eipense t ucept a re iso nable postage on our 
letters and newapapcu. The rlriluh em- 
pire is now f, extended and ramified, that 
speedy lines uf cum in u mention areetseu- 
ttnl for eusnriug it* security with economy 
Lo Lite mother country, sod it is well 
worth her while to support those lints 
at a considerable expense, without re - 
t>g any contribution which her co- 
nies may be able or willing to 
make. Slit hat shown her a* file 
uf thfa by her munificent sup- 
port of the Oriental, North American, 
and Panama Steam Companies, and we 
art sure that she will not require an offer 
of pecuniary support, bul simply a repre- 
sentation of the resulting advantages, to 
induce her to establish the Australian con- 
nesiou, But lest an absolute refusal lo 
grant pecuniary aid should obstruct the 
contemplated plan, this question might be 
left open, on the understanding that if it 
should be found necessary to make a 
gram from the public funds, il should br 
accompanied with a stipulation for en- 
abling the colony to exercise some control, 
or reap name special benefit, adequate to 
the aruourit bestowed.
